Sparks Criticism 


Public schoot officiais in 
a major policy shift Wed- 
nesday are no longer 
allowing students to attend 
any of the system's Alter- 
native School just 
because they happen to 
live-in the neighborhood: 

Calling it “another unac- 
ceptable proposal," 
because the policy change 
sopeee to predominately 

-black—schooils,_civil rights. 
and chairman of 
the Columbus NAACP's 
Membership. Committee, 
Herbert Holliman, is urging 
parents and teachers to 
object to. the plan because 
they will “knowingly be 
shortchanged,” if students 
are diverted to a nearby 
traditional school. 

School superintendent 
Dr. Joseph L. Davis views 
the switch in a more 
positive way, however, 
eh og that the new 
policy ill increase op- 
portunities for voluntary in- 
tegration and participation 
in the alternative school 
concept by students 
throughout the school 


system. 
School officials maintain 


that the alternative 
program has improved in- 
tegration. Larry Cun- 
ningham, executive 


assistant to Or. Davis, 
argues that the effect of 
the— Alternative Schools 
has been limited since 
most students come from 
the neighborhood of the 
schools.

THE SBA FARCE 


Well intentioned members of 
_ the Congress enacted legislation 
years’ ago to help socially and 
economically disadvantaged per- 
~ Sons obtain loans to help them 
enter into the American main- 
stream as businagsmen and 
women. 
The transcript of the Congres- 
‘ sional hearings are replete with 
et findings that Blacks and other 
a minorities could not go to con- 
ventional sources such as banks, 
savings and loans, insurance 
‘ companies and industrial financ- 
ing places and obtain money. 
Capital for operating a business 
was just non-existent to this seg- 
ment of our population. 

The result was the creation of 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion, popularly called--The SBA. 
That agency, by law, can make 
loans directly to individuals if 
they are turned down by three 
financial institutions. Its most 
successful program has been to 
guarantee 90% of loans. that are 
made by banks and other finan- 
cial institutions. The 90% guaran- 
tee program does not cost the 
government any money if the per- 
son pays back these funds. 

In an effort to spur the govern- 
ment itself into helping small bus- 
inessmen, Congress amended 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion Act by..adding Section 8 
which was to give preference or 
set a side acertain amount of 
federal contracts to small busi- 
nessmen, particularly small black

Instead of helping Blacks, His- 
panic Americaris and other: dis- 
advantaged as the law requires it 
to do, the SBA continues to push 
the small man around but finds it 
very easy to help wealthy white 
persons get SBA financial aid. 


A case in point, is the 
$345,000.00 loan gliarantee that 
went to a corporation known as 
Tom Tom Communications, Inc. 
This operation was set up to buy & 
radio station in Rapid City, South 
Dakota. The principal owner of 
the company is Tom Brokaw. 
Tom Brokaw is the host of NBC's 
“Today” show and is among one 
of the wealthiest persons in the 
broadcasting industry today. Mr. 
Brokaw, a white man with a sub- 
stantial job, is able to buy a radio 
station under a new program of 
the SBA which the Congress 
authorized to help minority per- 
sons acquire broadcast stations. 

The Section 8 program is under 
investigation in many cities and 
indictments are being returned 
against persons who have abused 
the system by finding a black 
front man with whites ultimately 
owning the companies while the

Second, a constitutionally required balanced 
budget would prevent the government from 
responding to crises, whether foreign or 
domestic. The government's flexibility would 
be damaged. 

Third, it needlessly restricts government's 
ability to meet its obligations. An economic 
slowdown resulting in lower tax revenues 
would force either a reduction in federal 
services or a tax rise, neither of which may be 
‘feasible in a given situation. 

Finally, the most likely outcome of a balanced 
budget amendment would be its evasion. The 

~ Governor knows full well that states that have 
balanced budget requirements in their own 
constitutions simply get up two budgets. One, 
for operating expenses, is kept in balance. The 
other, for capital expenses, is financed through 
borrowed funds. By those standards, the 
federal budget is already balanced. 

if the federal government went through that 
little exercise, it would simply increase public 
distrust of government. A perfectly legitimate 
accounting procedure would strike many 
people as being an evasion of the Constitution. 

The fundamental flaw in the plan mandating

that federal deficits cause inflation. In fact, even 
conservative economists recognize that even a 
deficit as large as the President's $30 billion 
target adds only a small fraction of a percentage 
point to the inflation rate. 

Like the old snake oil merchants, proponents 
of a balanced budget amendment offer nothing 
of value. The problem of inflation would be 
untouched. The real problems of our economy - 
- low productivity through unemployment and 
underemployment -- would be worsened by the 
government's inflexibility. 

It's a failure of leadership to manipulate 
symbols and to sell the public worthless ideas 
instead of trying to come to grips with the real 
problems of our economy. 

Inflation can’t be underestimated. Its most 
powerful effects are felt by the poor. And unless 
it is brought under control, it serves as an 
excuse for negative, anti-social measures that 
will have a devastating effect on the poor. 

A sound anti-inflation campaign should be 

_ ... based.an. controlling essential costs inthe items — 
that take the biggest bite out of family budgets, 
items like food, energy, health and-housing 
costs. Those items are rising at double the 
overall rate of inflation. 

A national full employment. policy that 
assures jobs for all, and adequate income 
maintenance for those who cannot work, would 
increase productivity and economic growth. A. 
productive, growing economy can deal 
constructively with inflation. A stagnant one 
cannot. 

If Governor Brown is as intent on running for 
the Presidency as he seems, then he should 
come up with.sound plans for economic growth 
in a more equal society instead of pushing 
unrealistic and misleading plans like the 
balanced budget amendment.

“In no city did the black 
representation on the 
police force approach the 
percentage of blacks In the 
city’s population,” he said. 
Washington and. Atlanta, 
both with at least 70 per 
cent black populations, 
had 45 percent and 34 per- 
cent blacks on their police 
forces, respectively. 

The “white flight to the 
suburbs” has influenced 
the buildup of black of- 
ficers on city police forces. 
“Most of the time a black 
officer lives inside the city, 
not outlying suburbs. 

“He lives there, knows 
the area and the people. 


-He-knows what is-common... 


and what is unusual,” 
Dulaney said. - 
“That's one of the main 
comments from spokes- 
men from the black 
community wanting more 
black officers. They protect 
the community and serve it 
because they live there.” 
Feelings towards black 
officers have “changed 
considerably,” Dulaney 
said. “In the late 1930s and 


__ early 1940s, the black com- 


munity solidly backed 
black officers.” In some 
cases, black officers were 
the only public represen- 


tatives of the black com- 


munity in ad- 
ministrations. 

“During the civil rights 
movement, there was Op-_ 
position to black officers 
by their community,” he 
said. “There was much 
resentment by black 
citizens because black of- 
“fticers supported strict taw 
enforcement and stood 
beside white _ officers 
during racial confron- 
tations.” 

Dulaney says this resent- 
ment has been changing to 
support. “There has been a 
change in attitudes. since 
black officers have shown 
they are standing behind 
the community. One 
method black community 
leaders see for affecting 
the crime problem in cities 
is bringing in more black 
police officers.” 

His report states that 
“blacks believe white of- 
ficers are ineffective 
against black community 
crime or are insensitive to 
it. Blacks lack faith in the 
ability of white officers to 
enforce and uphold the 
law impartially.” 

Black officers’ support 
for their communities 
shown, Dulaney said, 
through the work of 
several newer black police 
groups. These or- 
ganizations differ from 
the traditional Fraternal 
Order of Police and the 
Policeman's Benevolent 
Association, Dulaney said, 
in their concern for the 
black community.
